i mitted to all FBI bureaus, alerting them 
that an attempt on Kennedy's life was , 
expected on Nov. 22 or 23 in Dallas. : 
"When 1 learned of the assassination,-' 


I- remembered the teletype and tried to 
find out what action had boon taken,”. 
Waltor said. “I was told that no teletype 
existed, although I had,' handled it my- 
self.”
